bench. He leaves behind him an un- 
savoury political re]Mitation.

with ^sinecure officers, 'and the people 
are angry and disaflected because of 
the errors made by the retiring of- 
licial and his govornment.

KE.U. But regrets are useles.«; and 
the new judge can afford to smile while 
his victims expend their wrath upon 
the members of the government who 
are within reach of the poj)ular indig- 
nation. 

Tilt: .VILVT MINISTRY. 

It ia believed that Mr. Bic.'VVK.v will 
be called upon to form the new minis- 
try rendered necessary by tlie rotiro 
ment of Mr. \Vai.ki;.m, and that Lis at- 
torney general is already selected in 
the person of Mr. IIktt, who is now 
canvassing Esi| limalt district for elec- 
tion. As it is impossible all three of 
the ministers can represent Island con- 
stituencies, it would bo doing Mr. B. 
no injustice to suppose that ho will 
shortly dispense with the services of 
Mr. Humph KEYS -and try and create a 
patch.work government by a coalition 
with a section of thOj|C)ppoHition. It 
need scarcely be said that ho will meet 
with no comfort, No member of the 
Oppofiition would coalesce with the 
sinking concern, nor is any combina- 
tion that would strengthen the expiring 
government possible. Their doom is 
sealed and the evening of election tlay 
will lind i.hern thoroughly routed and 
without a corporal's guard loft to bury 
the dead politicians.
